4.  Causes  of  Sickness. 

There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  in  the  district,  the 
nearest  approach  to  it  being  a  number  of  cases  of  Chicken  Pox, 
which  occurred  during  the  months  of  April,  August,  September 
and  October.  Those  affected  were  all  school  children. 

In  the  beginning  of  November,  Influenza  again  became 
prevalent  and  continued  till  the  end  of  the  year  ;  there  were 
a  large  number  of  cases,  but  it  was  not,  this  year,  of  so  serious 
a  character,  as  had  manifested  itself  on  former  occasions,  only 
one  death  being  registered  as  due  to  this  cause.
